Judge Sends 
Antiwar Vets 
Back to Jail 
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TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Aug. 
j8, (AP) — Four Vietnam Veter- 
ans Against the War were or* 
dered back to jail today for re- 
fusing to answer questions 
about whether the VVAW 
planned violent disruptions at 
Miami Beach during this sum- 
mer's political conventions. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
David L. Middlebrooks signed 
the order which directed the 
four to jail until they an- 
, swered the questions before a 
i grand jury, or the grand jury 
! term expired. They has been 
granted immunity from prose- 
cution. 

Middlebrooks previously 
jailed the four for contempt 
July 13. They were released 
July 18 on a ruling from fifth 
U.S. Court of Appeals which 
ordered another hearing. Mid- 
dlebrooks held that hearing 
July 25. 

Ordered back to jail were 
Wayne Beverly, Austin, Tex., 

| John Chambers, St. Peters- 
jburg, Fla., Jack Jennings and 
Bruce Horton, both of Gaines- 
ville, Fla. 

But Middlebrooks’ new con- 
tempt orders cited questions 
about any VVAW meetings at 
Gainesville in May where 
plans to fire automatic weap- 
ons . or . bombing police cars, 
police stations and stores at 
Miami Beach “during any po- 
litical conventions in July and 
August of 1972,, were report- 
edly discussed. 

The four were asked, ac- 
cording to the order, about 
any demonstrations using 
“crossbows, wrist rockets, 
slingshots and incendiary de- 
vices.”
